EXTERNSHIP  PROGRAM 

The  Alumni  Association  of  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry 
is  sponsoring  an  Externship  Program  in  conjunction  with  the  College  which 
will  get  under  way  this  year.  This  program  is  considered  so  essential  that 
Dr.  Ralph  H.  Green,  dean  of  the  College,  is  making  it  a  requirement  for  all 
members  of  the  senior  class. 

Briefly,  the  program  is  designed  to  give  the  student  an  insight  into 
the  conduct  of  everyday  practice  by  spending  a  minimum  of  fifteen  hours 
with  three  different  Optometrists  (five  hours  each)  whose  names  will  be 
made  available  to  the  students  from  a  master  list  of  volunteers.  This 
program  will  enable  the  prospective  Optometrist  to  see  how  an  established 
ethical  practice  is  conducted. 

I  am  sure  that  most  of  you  will   remember  how  difficult  it  was  for 
you  to  get  started  in  your  practices.     We  are  going  to  try  to  make  it  a  littjfl 
easier  for  those  who  will  follow  us.  ^ 

I  cm  urging  each  and  every  Optometrist,  whether  a  member  of  fhe 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Mass.  College  of  Optometry  or  not,  to  participate 
in  this  very  important  program.

ALUMNI   SCHOLARSHIP 

During  the  past  few  years,  it  has  been  noticed  with  some  alarm  and 
apprehension,  the  impressive  number  of  good  students  who  are  forced  to 
drop  out  of  the  College  because  of  insufficient  funds  to  allow  them  to  con- 
tinue with  their  career  in  Optometry.  It  is  particularly  of  concern  to  those 
members  of  the  College  faculty  and  Administration  who  have  the  opportu- 
nity to  see  a  student  of  very  high  calibre,  of  definite  promise  to  the 
profession,  be  forced  to  leave  the  College  because  of  some  financial  emer- 
gency. Some  of  these  students  leave  with  every  intention  or  returning 
when  they  can.  Once  they  have  left  the  College  however,  very  few  of  them 
return  to  complete  their  course.  Optometry  is  losing  a  very  vital  segment 
when  these  students  withdraw.  It  was  for  that  reason  that  the  MCO  Scholor- 
ship  was  initiated.  The  scholarship  at  first  was  designated  to  the  one 
ember  of  the  senior  class  who  was  worthy  and  needy  of  this  help.  Grades 
the  curriculum  are  not  a  vital  factor  in  determining  the  qualifications 
of  the  recipient.  Because  of  the  tremendous  response  of  the  Alumni  to  the 
call  for  help,  we  are  now  able  to  give  a  scholarship  to  two  students.  This 
is  not  enough  however.  We  only  make  available  $150.00  to  each  student. 
Often  this  amount  is  not  enough  to  keep  a  student  in  school  when  some 
financial  emergency  arises.  It  is  up  to  all  of  you  who  want  to  maintain 
Optometry's  lifeblood  -  the  College  and  student  -  to  continue  to  give.  If 
you  have  given  already,  increase  your  donation  if  you  can.  A  convenient 
form  is  on  the  front  page  of  this  publication  so  that  you  can  indicate  the 
amount  you  are  donating  this  year.  Remember,  every  year  there  are  some 
needy  students  who  ask  you  to  help  them  complete  their  schooling  in 
Optometry.      Don't  let  them  down! 

The  New  York  Alumni  Association  of  M.C.O.  has  made  available  to 
the  College  a  sum  of  $700.00  (seven  hundred)  for  the  support  of  two  needy 
end  worthy  fourth  year  students,  who  ore  residents  of  New  York  State.
